Refuse  Disposal. 

The  approval  during  the  year  to  the  inauguration  of  a  fortnightly  collection 
service  provides  the  greatest  advancement  in  the  field  of  public  health  within 
your  area  With  the  provision  of  dustbins  being  now  accepted  almost  throughout 
the  area  this  service  may  expect  to  reach  satisfactory  modern  standards.  This 
will  not,  unfortunately,  apply  to  the  disposal  of  refuse  which  must  continue 
to  be  carried  out  in  a  manner  which  in  no  way  conforms  to  the  ideals  laid  down. 


When  the  now  refuse  service  comes  into  operation  it  is  essential  that 
tipping  should  be  carried  out  far  more  strictly  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  for  controlled  tipping. 

Sewage  Disposal . 


The  position  with  regard  to  sewage  schemes  throu  hout  the  area  is  extremely 
satisfactory.  I  have  again  shown  the  position  of  parishes  sewered,  proposed  to 
be  sewered  and  non-sc. worod.  In  this  connection  I  feel  that  the  conditions  in 
this  area  compare  favourably  with  those  in  other  authorities  of  similar  nature 
and  that  with  the  completion  of  the  Bulmcr  and  Huttons  Ambo  schemes  and  the 
anticipated  commencement  at  Terrington  a nd  Sheriff  Hutton  every  major  community 
will  be  adequately  served.

This  compares  with  26  applications 
for  the  previous  year  of  which  17  were  for  discretionary  and  9  for  standard  grants. 

The  number  of  applications  for  grant  during  this  year  are  smaller  than 
anticipated,  but  it  is  felt  that  there  is  no  noticable  downward  trend  and  from  the 
number  of  enquiries  which  continue  to  be  received  it  seems  probable  that  there 
will  be  a  larger  number  of  applications  during  1962,  It  is  disappointing  to  sec 
the  higher  number  of  standard  grants  *  which  do  not  always  achieve  satisfactory 
results  and  every  endeavour  is  made  to  persuade  owners  to  accept  the  higher  standard 
of  the  descretionary  grant  and  so  bring  their  properties  into  first  class  condition.
